The Prince ol WTigwumps. i s Speaat mC/‘nes,‘ 



There has just 'passed away a man 
who may be styled “The Prince of 
Mugwumps.” Coming to this country 
when it was engaged in the exciting 
controversies preceeding the Civil War, 
Carl Schultz saw things first from the 
ittitude of the disinterested spectator; 
:hen formed conclusions independent 
of the partisanship carried in those 
cimes to the extreme. Allaying him- 
self with the Republican party on 
general principles, he still maintained 
his independence to a degree that he 
voted as he chose. Later elevated in 
its councils, he had the audacity to at- 
tempt to bring that party to his way 
of thinking, regarding not only princi- 
ples but men. 

His independence of party principles 
and men can be no better illustrated 
than by his -opposition to James G. 
Blane when he aspired for the ir 3 si- 
dency, and Blaine’s stigmatizing him 
the man without a country had a more 
damaging effect upon Blaine than upon 
Schurz. 

Throughout Carl Schurz ’s long career 
he was alw’ays aggressive in his opposi- 
tion of conditions and men that he did 
not regard as right. "As early as 1873 
he pitched into the “old gang” that 
ruled Philadelphia and Pennsylvania. 
Moving to the West he began to ad 
vocate principles and doctrine that did 
much toward depriving Grant of his 
third term, although they did not suc- 
ceed in electing Horace Greely. In 1884 
he came out boldly and strongly aganst 
the Republican platform and 'its can- 
didate, making vigorous speeches'favor- 
ing Grover Cleveland. While he was in 
the cabinet during Hayes’ administra-. 
tion he was the foremost advocate of 
Civil Service Reform association. In 
politics Carl Schurz, although holding 
opinions of his own, advocated only 
what he conscientiously believed to be 
for the best interests of the country, 
and, although, he did not succeed im- 
mediately in bringing about reforms 
desired, he had the satisfaction of see- 
ing some of them ultimately put into ' 
operation. 

As independent as he was in politics, 
as brave was he as a soldier. At the 
battle of Bull Run and in succeeding 
engagements as major general in the 
Eleventh army corps he ably seconded 
the efforts of his old commander, Franz 
Sigel. And as zealous in promoting 
i this country’s interests as he always 
j w’as' at home, he was even more so in 
the diplomatic posts that he filled, his 
I services as a diplomat ranking Well 
with those of any other foreign repre- 
I tentative of this country. So that 
:“The Price of Mugwumps’* measured 
in every way, was a man useful to his 
adopted country which will ^ver hold 
him in grateful remembrance.

“Bridge whist is the most damnable 
thing on the face of the.earth,"’ is the 
opinion of the Rev. W..

Dr. Weeks’ remark caused a senr 
sation at the meeting of Hampden Dis- 
trict Sunday School association 'the.
